‘A ROYAL SCANDAL. 


The Prince of Wales and a Lady of 
Rank Involved. 


COURT CIRCLES EXCITED AT PROSPECTS 
OF SENSATIONAL REVELATIONS. 


The Kaiser and the Vatican — Baron 
Hirsch’s Princely Gift—Serious Marine 
Disasters—Oonservative Meeting Called 
by Lord Salisbury—The Italian Minis- 
try—Foreign News. 


Lorpon, Feb. 9.—A scandal is brewing in 
the highest English circles, the most serious 
since the Mordaunt divorce case in 1875, and 
not dissimilar from it in character. The 
scandal, if it should come to boiling over, 
which is possible, will be of the greatest in- 
terest in the United States for a chief party to 
itis a lady well known in that country, The 
Prince of Wales is already looking gloomy 
about something as, in the natural course of 
events, he is getting too near the throne to 
feel certain matters as lightly as he did years 
ago; and the presence in court of the future 
Emperor and King, for the purpose of saving 
a lady's reputation, would not be endured 
with the same calm dignity as in the Mor- 
daunt case. The husband in the present 
affair is evidently frettinga good deal, but 
uncertain as to his course. — 

BARON HIRSCH’S PRINCELY GIFT. 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—The news of Baron 
Hirsch’s immense gift for the benefit of Rus- 
sian and Polish Jews emigrating to the United 
States, has been received with considerable 
satisfaction in London, as there is strong op- 
position, both among the working classes and 
business men, to any more immigration of 
Russian Jewsto England, and Lord Salis- 
bury’s Government has been asked to inter- 
tere to prevent it. The latest arrivals from 
Russia on their way to America are of the 
most squalid description, and it is probable 
that local authority would have interfered to 
prevent their remaining here, even if the Im- 
perial Government had not acted. It is hoped 
that Baron Hirsch’s donation will induce the 
United States not to send back to Europe the 
many thousands of Russian Jews who are 
preparing toswarm across the Atlantic and 
settle in New York and other American cities, 
and most of themare destitute. An Odessa 
dispatch says that instructions have been re- 
ceived from St. Petersburg to facilitate the 
emigration and get ridof all the Jews pos- 


sible. 
ASSAD FARRAN. 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Assad Farran, the inter- 
preter who first exposed the horrible cannibal 
scene in which Jameson had a part, and who 
afterward, in London, retracted the charge 
to a certain extent, has since succeeded in 
obtaining employment as an interpreter for 
Wissman, the German commander in Africa, 
andis now engaged inthatcapacity. Assad’s 
trouble in the Jameson affair appears to have 
been an open-sesame to engagement with the 
Germans. 

SUMMONED BY LORD SALISBURY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—It is announced that Lord 
falisbury has summoned a general meeting of 
the leaders of the Conservative party 
throughout Great Britain to take place early 
in March. It is understood that the question 
of the dissolution of Parliament may then be 
decided upon. 

SERIOUS MARINE DISASTERS. 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Several collisions between 
steamers occurred last night at Gravesend. 
The steamer Caroline, from Grange Mouth 
for London, was in collision with the steamer 
Lambeth. The Caroline sank shortly after- 
ward. The Lambeth subsequently collided 
with the steamer Melvina and both vessels 
badly damaged. It was necessary to run the 
Maivina ashore to keep ber from 
sinking. The steamer Delambre from Lon- 
don from Rio Janeiro, was run into by the 
steamer Schwan, from Bremen for London 
and was so tom | damaged that she soon filled 
@nd sank. The steamer Maggie, bound from 
London to Cardiff, has been compelled to re- 
turn to Millwall, she having been damaged 
ma collision with two unknown steamers. 
The steamer Albano is ashore and is dam- 
aged. 


Haytien Customs Methods. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The masters of sev- 
eral American vessels at Port-au-Prince, 
Hayti, complain bitterly of the methods 
of the Custom-house people which causes 
them serious detention and loss of time in 
clearing, amounting to a month in many 
cases. Many of those who are there now 
have appealed to the Consul General, and the 
State Department also has been apprised of 
the situation. It was hoped that the United 
States Representative of the State Depart- 
ment at Port-au-Prince would be able to 
correct the evils complained of as it 
is sure to injure American trade, but nothing 
had been done when the steamer Orange 
Nassau left there. The usual time in dis- 
charging should be six toten days. The av- 
erage duty levied on the cargoes of each of 
these vessels was about $12,000 and the aver- 
age port charge paid by each vessel was 
about $700. Ofcourseitis to the pecuniary 
interest of the Government to de- 
tain them as long as possible 
fin order to increase the charges. 
Naturally the Government will take its 
own time and employ its own methods to 
effect this unless the proper authority enters 
the right protest. To aggravate the case, 
the American captains say a deal of stealing 
takes place while the goods are in tran- 
sit between the ships’ side and the 
stores, and the Port-au-Prince merchants 
always claim such losses from the vessels and 
refuse to pay freight unless they are allowed. 
One of the veteran masters said:. We have 
had to submit to these outrages, and our 
worthy Consul has either lacked the courage 
or the will to do anything about it.’’

CRIMINAL MATTERS. 


Desperate Horsethieves Captured. 


ARDMORE, I. T., Feb. 9.—A band of horse- 
thieves and outlaws have been terrorizing this 
neighborhood for some time past. Friday 
night last they stole fourteen head of horses 
at Oil Spring, then they visited a store at 
Coffee Pot and stole 300. On Monday noon it 
was said that the band had been within two 
miles of town and a squad of deputy marshals 
started in pursuit. The deputies reached 
Mannsville two hours behind the outlaws, 
who had frightened the inhabitants by flour- 
ishing their revolvers andrifies. In the even- 
ing the deputies found them in acabin near 
Howeth’s Ranch. They called seventeen 
citizens to their assistance and surrounded 
the cabin. It was intended to wait until the 
party came out in the morning, but a little 
before sun-up one of the surrounding 
party accidentally discharged his gun. Then 
there was firing from both sides. Then there 
was a parley,and Capt. Swain told them 
that if they surrendered they ould be 
treated right. Two surrendered, the rest 
fought. After the firing continued for a 
while, two more surrendered, then two 
more. The last three pretended to surrender, 
but made a break to get away. One was 
shot, one captured and one escaped, 

The prisoners, eight in number, were then 
placed in irons and started for Ardmore, 


Haweth, Henry Haweth, Albert Wolf, Tom 
Montgomery, Oscar Smith, Joe Cosh and 
Jack Davis. All are white men but Wolf, 
who is a full-blood Chickasaw Indian. 


A Robber Captured. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 9.—Last Saturday 
night a manentered David Ring’s grocery 
store and, presenting two pistols, told Ring 
to throw up his hands. Instead, Ring grabbed 
a heavy scale weight and felled the robber to 
the floor with it. Ring then took the pistols 
away and beat the robber over the head with 
one until he surrendered. Ring gave his 
captive up to the police, and it was found 
that the robber’s skull had been fractured in 
seven different places. He has been uncon- 
scious all day and is ina very critical condi- 
tion. Ring was uninjured. The police chink 
the robber is the same man who has recently 
robbed half a dozen grocery stores in the city. 


A Wite’s Devotion. 


HORNELLSVILLE, N. T., Feb. 9,.—Henry 
Smith of Anelica was saved from the ex- 
treme penalty for murder by his wife who 
stayed by him in court during his trial and 
won the sympathy of the jury. Smith killed 
a man named Carnahan, and during the trial 
only two bullets out of the three which had 
been fired from his pistol could be found. After 
the trial the story came out. His wife, who 
had saved his life, was carrying the bullet in 
her body and was suffering intense agony all 
the time. After shooting Carnahan Smith 
shot his wife. 


Raid on a Fence. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 9.—The police sur- 
rounded an isolated house on Price’s Hill yes- 
terday, the cause being that they had re- 
ceived information that the place was a 
fence. The people on the inside resisted 
arrest and a straggling fire was kept up be- 
tween the police and inmates for about two 
hours. George Duncan and Frank Anderson 
werethe men in the house. Anderson was 
fatally wounded by an accidental shot. Sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of stolen goods 
were recovered. 


The Santa Fe Shooting. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Feb. 9.—The at- 
tempted assassination of Senator Anchita at 
Santa Fe, it is thought, was only the first 
step in a conspiracy to murder Senators Sto- 
var of this city, Mills of Las Vegas and 
Anchita of Silver City. The school law just 
passed by the Territorial Legislature has 
been bitterly opposed by a large class of the 
native citizens. The opposition has been 
strongest against Messrs. Stovar, Mills and 
Anchita, on account of their brilliant and 
persistent advocacy of the measure. 


Assemblyman Demarest’s Denial. 

NYACK, N. T., Feb. 9.—Hitherto Assembly- 
man Frank P. Demarest has persistently re 
fused to make a statement about the charges 
made against him of misdoings about finan- 
cial and business matters. He has held to 
this course because his counsel have strenu- 
ously advised him to doit. Mr. Demarest 
now, by consent of his counsel, makes one 
emphatic denial of each and every charge 
that has been made against him. He invites 
a thorough investigation and declares that he 
is ready to disprove from the records all the 
allegations of embezzlement, forgery and 
fraud. 


An Escaping Prisoner Shot. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 9.—A special to 
the News from Columbia, Ind., says: ‘‘Satur. 
day night Charles Mowry, a farm hand, 
forged a small order and was later arrested 
and placed in jail. This morning while being 
taken out for trial Mowry tried to escape, 
whereupon Sheriff smith fired two balls into 
his body from a 82-caliber revolver. Mowry 
will die. 


“Little Willie” Waters Killed. 


WARRENSBURG, Mo., Feb. 9.— ‘Little 
Willie’’ Waters, a notorious colored man, 
was shot and killed last night by a man 
named Reager, who runs a small candy fac- 
tory.

IHE MAYOR ACTS, 


The Affairs of the Collector’s Office Will 
Be Investigated. 


THE SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH’S EXPOSE 
GIVEN OFFICIAL RECOGNITION. 


Mayor Noonan Has an Interview With 
City Counselor Bell, and Sends to the 
Comptroller for Full Reports on the 
Collection of Licenses for Ten Years— 
The School Board After Ziegenhein. 


Taking the cue from the SUNDAY PoOsT-DIs- 
FATCH, Mayor Noonan has decided to go into 
athorough investigation of the methods of 
business now in vogue in the Collector's U- 
cense department. The investigation may 
develop a pretty broad fleld, but no matter 
how the case develops the Mayor will stick 
to it until he is perfectly satisfied that the in- 
terests of St. Louis are no longer in danger. 

Just exactly what line the investigation 
will follow has not yet been deter- 
mined, but a start has been ! made 
which is certainly calculated to bring forth 
something very interesting if not something 
startling. As soon as the Mayor arrived at 
his office this morning at the City Hall he 
sent word to City Counselor Bell that he 
wanted to see him on business of importance. 
Mr. Bellappearedin a few minutes and a 
consultation was held. 

THE COUNSELOR’S ADVICE. 

What is the proper method of procedure 
in a case of this kind?’’ said the Mayor, re- 
ferring Mr. Bell tothe Post-DISPATCH of yes- 
terday. 

I think the first thing necessary is to get an 
official report from the Comptroller.’’ 

„What is the next thing?’’ asked the 
Mayor. 

The next thing in order is to refer it to the 
Collector, who may explain that thereisa 
falling off in business.’’ 

And if he can't.“ 

Well, an officer can always be removed for 
cause. 

We won't discuss that point yet,“ said 
the Mayor, we had better begin at the be- 
ginning and take hold of the thing by the 
right end.“ 

The Mayor then wrote a letter to Comp- 
troller Stevenson which will be delivered to 
him to-day. The letter says: 

Gen. John D. Stevenson, Comptroller: 

Please furnish this office with a tabulated state- 
ment, made on one sheet of paper, showing the col- 
lectiqn of licenses during the past ten years, which 
shall exhibit the amount collected during each year 
on each class of licenses. 

EDWARD A. NOONAN, Mayor. 

The statement which will be forthcoming 
will be a copy ofthe reports from which all 
of the figures used in the PostT-DISPATCH 
statement were taken and wy) be exactly the 
same. 

A REVIEW: OF TEN YEARS’ COLLEOTIONS. 

The Mayor’s review of the situation will 
start a little further back, as he begins ten 
years ago instead of five, but the results will 
be even more discreditable,as there are some 
items to be found on the list which were 
bringing in more revenue ten years ago than 
they are to-day. 

The Comptroller will officially report that 
the most charitable thing that can be said 
about the license department is that its sys- 
tem is very bad. 

Mayor Noonan said this morning: ‘‘I do not 
want to say much nor make any bluster 
about this thing, but you can be certain that 
I will do the duty of my office to the fullest 
extent. 

What explanation the Collector's office will 
furnish is a matter of conjecture, but the 
probabilities are that it will be very much in 
the shape of an apology for the shortcomings 
of predecessors, accompanied by the declara- 
tion that there has actually been an increase 
in a few particular lines. 

SMALL COMFORT. 

Chief Deputy Collector Carl Ungar, while 
admitting that the statements published are 
painfully true, tries to secure a shred of com- 
fort from the knowledge that ina few in- 
stances the collections since Mr. Ziegenhein’s 
administration have increased, and have 
come nearer to what they should be than 
ever before. 

Mr. Ungar makes his statement of the case 
as follows: 

In connection with your highly interest- 
ing review of the municipal revenue for 
licenses since 1885, it is but just to quote from 
Col, Ziegenhein’s first annual report, pub- 
lished in the Post-DispatcH of May 18, 1890, 
the following passage: 

„For the first time in the history of the 
city of St. Louis, the collections for manu- 
facturers’ licenses have reached the amount 
of over $122,000, these licenses}? having been 
down as low as $79,000, and by Mr. Sexton’s 
effort during the last year of his 
administration had risen to $106,000, which 
amount Collector Ziegenhein has now beaten 
by $17,000. 

‘* “PTnsurance companies represented here 
have paid $14,333.35 in 1888-1889, but $24,927.42, 
or $10,594.07 more in 1889-1890. This shows an 
increase of 10 companies, paying a license 
of $100 a vear. 

„The amount collected for street openings 
compares as follows:

These two instances are all that the Collec- 
tor’s office can find to soothe their feelings 
and apply as a demonstration that they are 
trying to do their duty. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD AFTER THE COLLECTOR. 

This afternoon at 4 o’clock, Mr. Jack P. 
Richardson, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the School Board, will 
call the gentlemen over whom he presides to 
order, and Secretary James Y. Player will 
present a very interesting report in relation 
to the collection of merchants’ and railroad 
taxes which go into the treasury of the School 
Board. 

The low ebbat which the board’s funds 
have been for some time has attracted atten- 
tion, especially among people who have been 
watching the affairs as well as those who are 
held responsible for the manage- 
ment of the school funds. The 
report is for the six months ending 
on Feb. 1. The showing made is a very bad 
one, and delinquent taxes are shown to be 
greater than any one ever hdd any 
idea; Secretary Player spent almost the 
whole forenoon preparing this statement, 
using his exclusively for the purpose. The 
amounts turned over by the Collector in 
1889-’90 for the same months are given, which 
shows tkat last year the collections, especialiy 
during the month of January, were much 
larger than during the same month 
this year. It appears that payments of 
taxes due have not been pushed as has 
been the custom, and as a consequence the 
resources from this source for the benefit of 
the schools have decreased to such an alarm- 
ing extent that notice had to de 
taken ot the matter publicly, and 
therefore it was brought out be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Richardson the 
Post-Dispatcu is enabled to present to its 
readers this afternoon a full statement of the 
amounts paid in by Collector Ziegenhein, as

These amounts appear as they were taken 
from the record and can be vouched for as 
substantially correct. Therefore, where are 
the taxes that should have been collected 
and turned over by this time? This is the 
question that the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will attempt to settle, to their own satis- 
faction at least, this afternoon. 

SOME INSIDE HISTORY. 

The deficit was noticeable even in the early 
part of January. At this time Secretary 
Player wrote to Collector Ziegenhein con- 
cerning the matter. The latter vouchsafed no 
other reply than that of depositing in the 
bank tothe credit of the board the sum of 
$348,275.45. Still this amount fell far short 
of the sum collected during the same month 
last year, when the total sum received was 
$422,998.26. Noexcuse was gut in writing and 
and sent in for the consideration of the board, 
the refore no records aré at hand giving 
a reason for this large shortage in the col- 
lection. The loss of such a large sum 
has put the school to thinking and 
planning how they c&n raise the 
money according to the Gfvision of the vari- 
ous funds to pay the carrent and neces- 
sary expenses. The buflding fund is in a 
very dilapidated condition, and at this 
afternoon’s meeting the addition to 
the St. Patricks School was accepted, 
which necessitates thé outlay of $19,000, 
an amount which is not ig the building fund 
at the presenttime. The amount will come 
from the general fund, asthe school is badly 
needed and has been formally accepted. This 
is one of the results from the fpilure to collect 
the taxes that are now due and unpaid. 

THE COLLECTOR’S EXCUSE. 

Mr. Zeigenhelf® has been called upon and 
asked for an explanation ofthe curious state 
of affairs and has stated thatthe taxes have 
not been paid to him, and ho has not pushed 
the matter owing tothe late stringency in 
the money market. This practically ac- 
counts for the slow payments, but it does not 
help the bank account of the School Board, 
which is just now badly in need of any funds 
that in.

But of course, the 
increase in the cost of the schools 
must be counted, which, with the in- 
crease in business, makes the small 
collections madeduring the past month look 
the more peculiar. January is always the 
best month of the year and it was expected 
that the receipts would this year far excceed 
those of last. The report, however, shows

THE MONEY WILL COME IN TIME. 

When the amount of the difference in the 
collections for January during the past two 
years was communicated to Mr. Jack P. Rich- 
ardson he was surprised that it was so great. 

did not think, said he, that it would 
amount to more than $50,000. But there is 
little cause of fear, as the money will 
come in in time. The merchants 
and others who pay these taxes have been 
pushed for money, there is little doubt, and 
they have, as a natural result, put off paying 
their taxes until the last moment the law al- 
lows them. They have all received their 
notices that the amounts are due, 
but they have not come for- 
ward to make settlement: Of course we were 
depending on the receipts for January, as 
they generally amount to at least one-third 
of the yearly receipts which are at our dis- 
posal. But there is still money in the treas- 
ury to meet all obligations, and those taxes 
can be waited for until they come.’’ 

'. EX-COLLEGTOR SEXTON TALKS. 

H. Clay Sexton, the former Collector,talked 
this morning of Collector Zeigenhein’s state- 
ments. He said: Mr. Ziegenhein may be 
a better financier than 1. He is a richer man, 
and that would seem to prove it. But during 
the time I wasin office I never had a com- 
piaint from the Comptroller. The School 
Board never had to jump on me because I 
was short in collections, and I got the pretti- 
est letter from the Auditor of the State about 
my work in the office that any man ever got.

George W. Dashman Out Under $1,500 
Bond. 


MIDWIFE “LOU” HOTSON STILL HELD 
AWAITING A BONDSMAN. 


The Preliminary Hearing of the Fitts Case 
Set for Next Friday—Mr. Fitts Visits the 
Four Courts This Morning—Knights of 
Pythias Closing Dashman’s Treasury 
Accounts. g 


Judge Claiborne in the Court of Criminal 
Correction this morning fixed the bail of 
George Dashman and Mrs. Louise Hotson, 
charged jointly with manslaughter in the 
second degree in the case of the death of 
Laura Fitts, from the result of acriminal 
operation, at $1,500 each. The prisoners were 
transferred from the holdover to the jail at 
11 o’clock, Dashman this morning also re- 
tained the law firm of Martin 
& Bass to defend the case, and 
Attorney Simon S. Bass held a long consulta- 
tion with both Dashman and Mrs. Hotson. 
At its conclusion he went to the Oourt of 
Criminal Correction with the warrant under 
which his clients had been arrested on Satur- 
day, and asked that bail be fixed in the usual 
amount for such cases, viz. , $800. 

A DIFFERENT OPINION. 

**I consider that amount too small for 
this case,’’ said Judge Claiborne, 

It is the figure customary in cases where a 
warrant for manslaughter in the second de- 
gree has been sworn out,’’ replied Mr. Bass. 

J cannot consent to so small a bond in the 
present case,’’ answered Judge Claiborne. 
Jou must confer with the Prosecuting At- 
torney of this court and then report to me 
what agreement you arrive at. 

Lawyer Bass and the Prosecuting Attorney 
then held a whispered consultation, at the 
end of which Mr. Bass announced to the 
court that the sum of $1,500 had been agreed 
upon as a sufficient bond. 

Very well, I’ll fix the bail at $1,500,’’ said 
Judge Olaiborne, but the bond must be 
a first-class one in every respect or it will not 
be accepted. 

The attorney of Dashman and Midwife Hot- 
son seemed to beof the opinion that the 
court was inclined to undue severity in the 
matter, but bowed his assentto the judicial 
dictum and started outon a hunt for bonds- 
men. Noone had as yet come forward with 
offers to go on the. bond and although At- 
torney Bass stated that he would have no 
trouble in finding lodge friends of Dashman’s 
who would become bondsmen for him he 
could not give the names of any to whom he 
would apply. 

DASHMAN RELEASED ON BAIL. 

At 1:30 o’clock, however, H. M. Smit, the 
Franklin avenue pawnbroker, appeared at 
the Four Courts and qualified as bondsman 
for Dashman, who was then released, his pre- 
liminary examination being set for next Fri- 
day at 10 a. m. Some forty Knights of Pythias 
who had been waiting in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction all morning expecting 
that Dashman would be brought in 
left the scene at this juncture. 
It seems that the defense of the midwife had 
not then been arranged to any definite ex- 
tent. Mr. Bass stated that Martin & Bass had 
been retained only by Dashman. ' 

DASHMAN’S LODGE FRIENDS.

SOME PECULIARITIES OF THE CROP IN 
DIFFERENT LOCALITIES, 


A California Expert Speaks of the Crop of 
the Present Year—High and Medium 
Grade Fruit—Where the Best Oranges 
Are Grown—Celestial Fruit Packers, 


This morning Willis E, Simpson of Los 
Angeles, Cal, arrived in the city, and regis- 
tered at the Southern. Mr. simpson, who is 
qne of the largest orange growers in Southern 
California, said: I have just been to New 
York, where I went on business in connection 
with placing the orange crops of my own 
grove and that of several others. There are 
one or two peculiar features about the orange 
crop of the present season which render it 


unlike it predecessors. Some of the crack 


vineyards of Florida and Louisiana have 
failed to produce their allowance of fruit, or 
the grade has been below that of previous 
years. Whythis is it would be difficult to 


agi CHOICE VARIETIES. 

Local causes modify the Florida and Louis- 
jana crops much more than they do ours. In 
California the entire crop is likely to be either 
a failure or a success, but in the South one 
grove may do well and another may produce 
an inferior grade of fruit, For some reason 
this yearthe finest oranges have not done 
well, while the general crop is good. Dealers 
say that high winds have prevailed, which 
have shaken the ripe oranges from the trees. 
In Florida the oranges do not fall when 
ripe, and can de left for weeks or 
even months on the trees, and they improve 
in quality daily under this mode of treatment. 
They seem to absorb moisture and grow 
heavier and juicier, and the longer they can 
be left the better they are. The unusual dry- 
ness of the season is believed by many to 
have much to do with the inferiority of many 
of the oranges f the best groves, as the 
absorption of mofsture through the skin adds 
greatly to their weight and flavor. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

the consequence of the com parative scarc- 
ity of fine Florida oranges has caused 
a great demand to be made 
upon our best California groves, and 
some brands have been shipped that seldom 
or never find their way East. Our best or- 
anges are very heavy and juicy, but the thin- 
ness of the skin renders shipping difficult. 
With most large oranges the skin is thick, at 
least thicker than that of the smaller variety. 
In this California differs from any other 
orange-growing section. With us the largest 
and heaviest oranges have the thinnest 
skins, and are the heaviest for their 
size that are grown. But this very 
delicacy of skin prevents the best 
oranges being sent East, and people 
do not appreciate the true value of the Cali 
fornia crop. For the first time we are making 
large shipments to the Atlantic of our best 
oranges, and from the shipments that have 
already arrived it is evident that the fruit can 
be successfully transported. We have one 
great advantage over all other orange-grow- 
ers in the fact that we can get Chinamen to 
do our picking and packing. This may seem 
to be a small matter, but it is really of vital 
importance. On scarcely a plantation in 
Florida is a white man allowed to touch the 


fruit. 
CHINESE LABOR. 

It seems impossible for them to handle the 
fruit as delicately as the Celestials, Some 
years ago there was a general desire to sub- 
stitute white for yellow labor, anda great 
many fruit growers madethe change. One 
season’s experience was enough, The in- 
crease in loss by spoiling in the cases 
was something over 160 per cent in 
oranges, while in grapes it was much 
heavier. The Chinese labor is not cheap, 
for I pay more for Ohinamen to gather my 
crop than white men are willing to work for, 
but their superior skill makes them really 
cheaper. “There will never be another 
crusade of any extent in California 
against the Chinese. There may be 
troublein the cities, but in the country it 
will be sharply checked, for it is hard to im- 
agine how we could carry on our fruit busi- 
ness without them. One thing I noticed in 
the East, and that was that the Cuban or- 
anges had been driven out almost entirely by 
our American products. New York Oity takes 
over 90 per cent of the West Indians, and the 
shipments are nota quarter as heavy as they 
were five yearsago. Large, thin-skinned or- 
anges are now fashionable, and the Cubans 
cannot produce these, their large oranges be- 
ing invariably thick -skinned.’’

TRAINS STORM BOUND. 


SEVERE WEATHER REPORTED IN WYOM- 
ING AND THE FAR WEST. 


Heavy Fall of Snow, Blockading Many 
Railroads—Cattle and Sheep Likely to 
Suffer Considerably—All Trains De- 
layed. 


OMAHA, Feb. 9.—The storm ceased last night 
all over Nebraska and was succeeded by 
severe cold. At7o’clock this morning it was 
5 deg. below zero, but now it is moderating. 
Railroad trains are still considerably behind 
time, but.the tracks are being rapidly 
cleared. Reports from the frontier counties 
predict that there will be much suffering and 
many cattle will perish. 
BLOCKADED BY A BLIZZARD. 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 9.—Six Union Pacific 
mail, passenger and express trains are 
blockaded bya blizzard at Cheyenne, Syd- 
ney, Neb., and intermediate stations. Three 
of them with 400 travelers are on side tracks 
here. The storm, which isa characteristic 
howling blizzard, opened at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day night and continued furiously 
for seventeen hours. Snow is piled 
up, packed and crusted, The wind 
is sharp and the temperature 
below zero. Severe range losses are pre- 
dicted, but it is doubtfulif much stock will 
succumb, as this is the first storm of any 
sort. Cattle will be chilled, but, under sun- 
shine, will recover. Sheep, if out of the pens, 
huddle in packs like sardines and smother 
themselves. There isnot a little distress 
in towns along the roads. Only 
the strongest men cared to face the storm 
yesterday. Many were caught short of food 
and fuel. A snow bucking outfit of 300 men 
and seven locomotives behind a scoop snow- 
plow left for the East yesterday morning.

INTENSE JOY AND EXCITEMENT IN THE 
_ HAMLET OF GRAND TUNNEL. 


Details of the Rescue—May Be a Suicide— 
A Train Wrecked and Burned—Freight 
Train Smash-Up—Poisoned Sandwich— 
Dragged to Death—Disasters of the 
Day. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 9.—Intense joy 


and excitement preyails in the little hamlet 


of Grand Tunrel this morning over the 
rescue of the three entombed miners who 


were imprisoned by water rushing into 


the gangways and breasts of the Sus - 
quehanna Coal Colliery at that place on 
Wednesday of last week, after the firing 
ofa blast. Since the men were lost experi- 
enced miners declared their rescue alive an 
impossibility, and they were practically 
given up. The whole community was in 
mourning over their supposed sad fate. The 
names of the men are Michael Shelank, 
William Cragel and John Rineer, 
all well known miners. They were 
found alive in the upper workings, 
near the out crop, the water being unable to 
reach them after they managed to get out of 
its swirl when it was rushing through the 
mine. The.party were found in an almost 
exhausted condition from their 115 hours 
imprisonment and will require care to bring 
them through. Their sufferings have been 
intense, but they were buoyed by the hope of 
being rescued and the out-crop workings be- 
ing fairly well ventilated, they wereable to 
secure enough pure air to keep them alive.

THOUSANDS GO OUT. 


MINERS OF THE CONNELLSVILLE COKE 
REGION ON A STRIKE. 


Ten Thousand of the Men Quit Work To- 
Day on Account of a Reduction in 
Wares—The Coke Drawers to Go Out 


To-Morrow. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 9.—The great strike in 
the Connellsville coke regions was inaugur- 
ated this morning and by to-morrow every 
mine and coke works in the region will be 
closed down. The miners, tothe number of 
about 10,000, refused to go to work to-day, 
the only men now working being the coke 
drawers. There are 6,000 men employed at 
this work and as soon as they have drawn 
the coke from the ovens they will quit also. 
The strike is for an advance in wages of 12% 
cents per ton and against a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion. Both sides are firm and a long strug- 
gle appears to be inevitable. The workmen 
offered to continue at the present 
wages until March 1, provided that operators 
would arrange a satisfactory scale in the 
meantime, but this was refused. The inde- 
pendent or small operators then made a 
proposition to their men to pay the old 
wages until a settlement of the trouble, but 
this was also rejected and the strike ended. 
The operators claim that owing to the de- 
pressed condition of the coke and iron trades 
a reduction is necessary, while upon 
the other hand the workmen say the de- 
pression is only temporary and the operators 
can well afford topay the increase. There 
are over sixteen thousand ovens and seventy 
coal and coke works in the region. 

UNITED MINERS OF AMERICA. 

CoLumBus, O., Feb. 9.—Nearly all the dele- 
gates from Pennsylvania, Illinois and Indiana 
to the Convention of the United Miners of 
America, which meets to-morrow, have 
arrived. Pennsylvania is represented by 
about seventy-five miners, of whom forty are 
from the Connellsville coke regions.

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WINDOM’S SUCCESSOR. 


CONSUL-GENERAL NEW AND THE TREAS- 
URY PORTFOLIO. 


Official Circles at Washington Excited 
Over the Report That the Place Has 
Been Offered to the Indianian—Wash- 


ington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—It is learned 
from a letter recently sent by Mr. H. A. Tay- 
lor, commissioner of railroads, to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that action is about to be 
taken under the recent decision of the Su- 

Court of the United States 
case of the United States 
appellant, vs. the Central Pacific Railroad 
Go. This decision reverses @ decision the 
Court of Claims, in which it was held that ‘= 
the process of ascertaining the net earnings 
of the Union and Central Pacific Railroad 
Cos., upon which 25per cent is required to 
be paid to the Government under the Thur- 
man act, it was proper to deduct from the 
gross earnings not only the actual operating 
expenses, necessary repairs and interest on 
the first mortgage bonds, but also that 
there should be deducted all sums paid for 
improvements, betterment and new equip- 
ment. The Supreme Court reverses this de- 
cision and holds that under the Thurman 
act the net earnings must be 
ascertained by deducting from the 
gross earnings only the actual operating ex- 
penses, necessary repairs made within the 
year and interest on the first mortgage 
bonds. Under this method of calculation 
the net earnings of the Central Pa- 
cine 0. be in sed over 
$2,000,000 and the net earnings of the Union 
Pacific Co. nearly $7,000,000 since the passage 
ofthe Thurman act, 25 per cent of which 
sums will now be recovered by the Govern- 
ment. The letter received by the 
Secretary from Commissioner Taylor calls at- 
tention to the decision of the court and sug- 
gests that it will be necessary to make a re- 
statement of the accounts with these roads, 
and asks the Secretary for instructions in the 
matter. 
THE TREASURY PORTFOLIO. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—There are good 
grounds for the belief that President Harri- 
son is considering John F. Swift of California 
in connection with the Treasury portfolio. 
Mr. Swiftis one of the President’s intimate 
friends. It was his fhtention to give hima 
place in the cabinet long before his induction 
into office, and he would have done so had 
not the California politicians urged the ap- 
pointment of another gentleman, Mr. M. M. 
Estee, the President of the last Chicago con- 
vention. The President did not want Mr. Estee, 
and so bluntly informed the Californians. But 
under the circumstances he felt that he could 
not consistently appoint Mr. Swift, and he 
thereupon left the coast ont of his cabinet 
considerations altogether. But he took the 
earliest opportunity of testifying his regard 
for Mr. Swift by nominating him as Minister 
to Japan within forty-eight hours after his 
inauguration. The California politicians be- 
lieve that Mr. Swift has been already com- 
municated with by cable on the subject, and 
that if he will accept the vacant portfolio, it 
will be given to him. 

The published statement that Consul- 
General New had been cabled to return to the 
United States, presumably to accept the posi- 
tion of Secretary of the Treasury, is a matter 
that excites much interest in official circles. 
Assistant Secretary of State Wharton said 
to-day that Mr. New had not ap- 
plied for leave of absence, had 
not been cabled by the State 
department, as far as he knew, and was 
presumably at his post. Whether the Presi- 
dent had cabled for him, Mr, Wharton could 
notsay. Private Secretary Halford said if 
the President wanted to appoint Mr. New, 
the most direct way, lt seemed to him, 
would be toappoint him, and not cable for 
him to come here and then appoint him. 

TOBACCO IMPORTATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—The Treasury 
Department has decided that tobacco im- 
ported and entered for warehouse prior to 
Oct. 1, 1890 and now in bonded warehouse is 
dutiable by weight at the time of its with - 
drawal for consumption; also that seed wheat 
is dutiable and that mahogony and ebony im- 
portedinthe log, rough or hewn, is free of

NEw YORE, Feb. 9.—It is rumored, on what 
is thought to be good authority, that Presi- 
dent Harrison has cabled Gen. John O. New, 
Consul-General at London, to come to Wash- 
ington at once, and .itis thought the Secre- 
taryship of the Treasury is to be offered to 
him, Gen. New was very anxious for that 
position when the President was making up 
his cabinet, but his friends persuaded him to

MRS. BROWN’S STRANGE DEATH BESIDE 
HER HUSBAND. 


—  — 


No One Saw the Shot Fired—The Pistol 
Found in Mrs. Brown’s Hand—She Was 
Suspected of Having Poisoned Her 
Husband—Thomas Brown’s Statement. 


An inquest which was to have been held this 
afternoon over the body of Mrs. Eugene 
Brown, who was so mysteriously shot and 
killed about 7:15 o’clock yesterday morning 
in her room at 2737 Madison street, 
was postponed until to-morrow, The 
only witnesses in the case were 
Eugene Brown, the husband, and 
his brother, Thomas R. Brown, who were in 
the house at the time of the shooting. The 
Coroner finds himself confronted with a case 
as mysterious as that of the late Dr. Stiepel’s 
death. 

At 7:15 o’clock, yesterday morning, the 
neighbors of Mr. and Mrs. Brown were 
startled bya pistol shot in the Brown resi- 
dence, followed by frightful screams. As no 
one came out of the house the neighbors 
rushed in and found Mrs. Brown lying in bed 
onthe first floor with a bullet wound in her 
head on the left side. The husband was lying 
half-conscious in the neatroom in his night 
clothes. Thomas R. Brown, the brother, 22 
years of age, had been in the room 
in which the tragedy occurred, on a sofa ive 
feet from the bed. 

AWAKENED BY THE SHOT, ‘ 

When asked how the shooting occurred 
young Brown said he did not know. He was 
asleep on the sofa, hesaid, whenhe was 
awakenefi by the shot and saw his brother 
jump out of bed and run screaming 
into the back room. Seeing Mrs. 
Brown bleeding he hastily put on 
his clothes and telephoned to Dr. W. O. 
Green’s Office, 8898 Delmar avenue. The 
doctor arrived in a few minutes, but could be 
of no assistance and the woman died ats 
o’clock without uttering a word. Mr. 
Brown, the husband, was asked for 
a statement yesterday as soon as he 
had recovered his senses. He talked in a dis- 
connected way and in short sentences. He 
said his wife woke him up about half an hour 
before the shooting by kissing him, and he 
tell asleep again. H@was awakened by the 
shot and, seeing the revolver and blood, 
jumped from the bed and ran into the back 
room. He slept on the left side of Mrs. Brown 
and the bullet entered the left temple, but 
those who hold to the theory of suicide say 
Mrs. Brown was left-handed in sewing and in 
doing many things. 

THE BROTHER’S STORY. 

When Dr. Greene saw Mrs. Brown was be- 
yond all help he told Mr. Thomas Brown to 
callin the police. They wentin, and a few 
minutes later took the body tothe Morgue in 
the patrol wagon. Mr. Brown, who was still 
delirious, was placed in a carriage and taken 
to his father’s home, 2817 Howard street, one 
block away. He was 
of his wife’s death, 
know she was dead until noon to-day. Thos. 
Brown, the young brother, told the story of 
the whole affair this morning and says that 
Mrs. Brown committed suicide. 

My brother came to this city from Evans- 
ville, Ind., about twelve years ago,’’ said Mr. 
Thomas Brown, and secured a posi- 
tion with the Cass Avenue Rallway 
Co. very soonafter and has been with the 
company ever since. He is  fore- 
man of the stables here and has al- 
ways lived in the neighborhood, He 
was married before he came here.

CABLISLE’S QUESTION. 

The question raised by Senator CAR- 
LISLE in the debate on the reapportionment 
may become a very troublesome one, if 
the next presidential election should be 
close. It arises froma very evident disa- 
greement between the statutes and the 


| provisions of the Constitution. 


The latter provides that each State shall 
appoint “ a number of electors equal to the 
hole number of Senators and Repre- 
‘‘sentatives to which the State may be en- 
‘‘titled in Congress. This evidently 
means the Congress in existence at the 
time of the appointment, and hot some 
future Congress. But chap. 1, sec. 132 
of the Revised Statutes provides that the 
number of electors shall equal the number 
of Representatives and Senators to which 
the State will be entitled when the Pres- 
ident and Vice-President to be chosen 
‘‘shall come into office, except when 
Congress fails to make the apportionment 
‘‘before the presidential election. 

The question, a very serious one, is 
whether Congress has the power to make 
a reapportionment apply to a presidential 
election in advance of its application to 
Congress. When this was done in 1872 the 
election was not close, and nobody object- 
ed, but the existence of such a precedent 
does not preclude objections which either 
party may be tempted to make if the elec- 
tion of its ticket should depend on the ex- 
clusion of electors appointed by some of 
the States in excess of the number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives to which they 
are entitled by law when the electoral vote 
is cast and counted. 

The new apportionment law contains a 
proviso that it shall not go into effect so 
far as to give any State more or fewer Rep- 
resentatives in Congress until March 4, 
1893. If it can go into effect as to presi- 
dential electors before that time we shall 
witness the spectacle of 882 Representatives 
and 88 Senators in the Fifty-second Con- 
gress counting 444 electoral votes, or 24 
more than their States are entitled to by 
law at the time. 
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SPAIN AND PORTUGAL. 


It would be strange if the stability and 
popularity of the Republic in France, con- 
firmed and strengthened by twenty years 
of peace and industrial prosperity, were 
without effect on the people of Spain and 
Portugal. It is, therefore, not strange that 
symptoms of a coming Republican revolt 
are alarming the existing governments of 
those countries. 

The industries of both are depressed by 
bad government and there is nothing in the 
monarchy of either to promise a change for 
the better or any relief from the sense of 
national weakness which has long humili- 
ated both peoples. A sickly infant 
king, the offspring of a _ scrof- 
ulous race, with an alien mother acting as 
Regent, implies a situation which must be 
very demoralizing to Spanish politics and 
very trying to the proud temper of the 
Spanish people, Whenever they success- 
fully inaugurate a Republican revolution 
the alien monarchy of Portugal will be de- 
posed as easilyand unanimously as the 
empire of Dom PEDRO was in Brazil. 

While the Republic stands in France 
foreign interference for the maintenance of 
monarchy in the penineula will be imprac- 
ticable. The Triple Alliance, hedged in 
between Russia and France, will have 
all it can attend to guarding 
against outbreaks on the Eastern question 
and looking after African colonies, with- 
out meddling with affairs in Spain. The 
situation was never more favorable to the 
saie and permanent establishment of a 
Spanish Republic and the only question 
about itis the disposition of the Spanish 
people. If enough of them know what a 
Republic is and want it, there is nothing 
to hinder them from having it. 

THE Gould-Brice syndicate of railroad 
gulpers had a royal reception from ob- 
sequious railroad men, merchants and 
speculators at Atlanta. They were ban- 
queted and flattered as if they were poten- 
tates who could build up or crush the 
chief city of Georgia. The chief officers 
of city and State were summoned to grace 
the feast and pay them the homage which 
has become so customary that plutocracy 
expects it from the highest State and city 
officers. But Gov. NORTHEN not only re- 
fused to go, but was bold enough to give 
as his reason the fact that there was no of- 
ficial occasion for his attendance, and the 
further fact that as a private citizen he did 
not reverence Mr. GOULD or approve his 
methods and his monopolies. The boom- 
ing of the Farmers’ Alliance is at least 
having a tendency to make aspiring poli- 
ticians more cautious about openly attach- 
ing themselves to the business retinue of 
men of the Gould and Brice type. 
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THE police have taken up the investiga- 
tion of the Laura Fitts case with an energy 
which promises to. prevent the threatened 
failure of justice in the Coroner’s office. 
But that this case of criminal malpractice 
is not likely to pass without the punish - 
ment of the guilty parties is due to the 
fact that the Post-DisPATos insisted upon 
a thorough investigation and published so 
much evidence that it was impossible to 
let the case drop without overwhelming 
public condemnation.

Conflicting Stories as to the Fate of Eva 
| Steele-Mann’s Dupe. 


DR. JOHN GREEN SAYS HE SAW ROBERT 
RAY HAMILTON’S DEAD BODY, 


A Mystery Which the New York Surrogate 
Court Is Trying to Solve—The History 
of the Remarkable Oase in Which a 
Wealthy and Prominent Man Was Vic- 
timized—The Latest Developments. 


New York, Feb. 9.—Surrogate Ransom will 
have to extend the field of tnquiry of the com- 
missioner appointed to secure additional 
proof of the death of Robert Ray Hamilton. 
The cable yesterday brought from Paris news 
that Dr. John Green had positively identified 
the dead body of Hamilton taken from Snake 
River, Nez Perces County, Idaho, Sept. 1, 1890. 
A telegram from A. O. Howard, an old friend 
of Hamilton, now living in Philadelphia, also 
recetved yesterday, told a strange story. He 
denied that his friend was dead, claimed to 
have in his pocket a letter from Hamilton 
dated Oct. 3, 1890, dated San Francisco, and 
predicted Hamilton’s return to New York in 


three months. 

Robert Ray Hamilton was, according to his 
statement on the witness stand Aug. 27, 1889, 
in Atlantic City, N. J., 38 years old when he 
was made a leading figure in a great sensa- 
tion. He was a son of Gen. 
Schuyler Hamilton of New Tork and a 
great grandson of Alexander Hamilton. 
He had never worked. His father 
was very wealthy, and he had inherited a 
large fortune from his mother. He had, how- 
ever, spent eight years in the New York Legis- 
lature, having been sent from the Murray 
Hill district, and he had been admitted to 
practice at the New York bar. For many 
years he had been a high filer in a fast set. In 
the course of this life he met Eva Steele, alias 
Mann, alias Parsons, alias Brill. He became 
enamored of her, and.she succeeded tn getting 
from him large sums of money which she 
lavished on Joshua Mann, her ‘‘fellow,’’a 
keeper of a disreputable resort in which she 
had met Hamilton. 

She found Hamilton especially soft fora 
man of the world and concocted a scheme to 
obtain for herself and ‘‘fellow’’ a larger 
share in his estate than he could be 
expected to turn over to women 
of her class. He had placed her 
in apartments away from her former com- 
panions, and visited her regularly. She be- 
gan her scheme by intimating that she would 
shortly become the mother of his child. She 
begged him for the child’s sake to marry 
her, and worked upon him in her artful way 
untilon Jan, 8, 1889, he consented and they 
were married. According to her state 
ment the child had been bom on 
e .. F., 
whither she had gone to hide her shame“ 
from their acquaintances. She produced a 
baby, which, to his unaccustomed eye, was of 
the age she represented it to be and he fell 
into her trap. 

THE MARRIAGE. 

When the marriage became known to his 
friends Mr. Hamilton was cut socially, as he 
had expected to be. He induced his father 
to visit the woman he called his wife, but the 
other members of the family kept away from 
her. They lived for a time at 117 West Fif- 
teenth street near Broadway, in 
New York, and then went 
to Southern California, taking with them 
Mary Ann Donnelly as wet nurse. The fol- 
lowing August they returned East and rented 
rooms in the Noll cottage, conducted by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Rupp at Atlantic City. 

Joshua Mann had retired into the back- 
ground on the opening of Eva’s campaign, 
but after her marriage to Hamilton he began 
to come to the fore again. He followed 
them to California and insistedon sharing 
Eva’s good fortune. She had represented to 
Hamilton that Mann was her foster brother, 
his mother, Mrs. Swinton having raised her. 

Mann appeared, also in Atlantic City when 
they have taken up tieir residence there and 

Hamilton began to suspect his wife. On the 
night of Aug. 26 he charged her with having 
been false to him snd of improprieties with 
Mann. Eva hada hort time before quarreled 
with the nurse, Dmnelly, and had discharged 
her. The nurse entered the room just as 
Hamilton made the charge mentioned. Eva 
believing that/the nurse had given Ham- 
ilton the infogmation he seemed to possess 
drew a dagger/rom her bosom and stabbed 
the nurse. Hanilton could not prevent the 
assault, but by succeeded in reaching his wife 
before she cod cut the nurse a second time. 
He struggledvith her for the possession of 
the dagger And she endeavored to cut 

him, once nearly succeeding in cutting 

his throat He finally disarmed her 
andthe née of the fight having attracted 
the atten on of other inmates of the house 
medical e4 Was summoned for the nurse, und 
a constale was called who arrested Eva. 
EVA’S ARREST, 

The nt day an examination was had and 
Eva W held for trial, Hamilton and Mrs. 
Rupp ere compelled to give bond as wit- 
nesses The trial occurred on Sept. 18 and 19, 
conchling on the last day named with a ver- 
dict ‘‘gullty of atrocious assault’’ and a 
sent ot two years in the State’s prison.

irse, Hamilton’s relatives learned or sus- 
acted something and set detectives to work 
nu the case. They worked upon Joshua 
fann’s mother, Mrs. Swinton, and secured 
from hera full confession. They also followed 
out all of her statements and established 
the facts. They learned that on Dec. 17, 1888, 
the day Eva said the child had been born in 
Elmira, she was there with Joshua, and had 
been treated for colic by a physician. 

Mrs. Swinton said that her son, Josh Mann, 
and Eva had lived together at intervals, and 
for four years had held themselves 
out as married to each other. They lived 
for a time in Elmira and during that 
time Eva’s brother was arrested for grand 
larceny at her former home, Towanda, Pa. 
Eva and Josh went there to help him out of 
the scrape, and Josh went upon the stand to 
prove the good character of the boy. He tes- 
tified that he was Eva’s husband. It was 
after their return to New York from Towanda 
that Mann opened his disreputable resort and 
Hamilton met Eva. 

Mrs. Swinton said that Eva obtained large 
sums of money from Hamilton after she be- 
gan living with him as his mistress, and she 
frequently talked ot getting hold of his fam- 
ily plate and jewels.

It was an evil looking child 
and so different from the others that it was 
returned to the baby-farm and the fourth 
child procured. This one is still living and is 
known as Beatrice Ray Hamilton.

The next chapter is quite as sensational as 
those proceding. On Sept. 1, after a long 
search, a body said to be that of Robert Ray 
Hamilton was found in Snake River, near 
Jackson Lake, Idaho. Hamilton went to 
Idaho after the rowat Atlantic City and re- 
mained there hunting and fishing until Aug. 
23, when he left his Southern ranch to go to 
his Northern ranch above the lake. On 
Sept. 1 his horse was found attended by his 
dog. The hindquarters of an antelope was 
strapped to the horse’s saddle. A search 
party some hours later found the body. It 
was supposed Hamilton had attempted to 
ford the river late at night, had fallen from. 
his horse and drowned. His watch was 
stopped at 9:30 0’clock. The body had been in 
the water some days and was décomposed. 
The clothing was identified. 

A will purporting to be Robert Ray Hantil- 
ton’s last was filed for probate in New York. 
It made no méntion of Eva Steele Mann and 
cut out the child Beatrice Ray. Eva con- 
tested the probate, and her contest was last 
month given a hearing before the Surrogate 
in New York. She lied famously during the 
first part of her examination, but later ad- 
mitted parts of the truth. She admitted 
that the child, Beatrice Ray, was not Hamm 
ton’s or her own child, and that she had been 
Joshua Mann’s mistress, 

THE CONTESTED WILL. 

The Surrogate found that she was not the 
wife of Robert Ray Hamilton. He said. ‘‘As- 
suming that the relations between Mann and 
this woman were inthe beginning meretri- 
cious, I think the evidence would satisfy any 
reasonable mind that they afterwards became 
matrimonial. I regret that duty compels me 
to say anything in criticism ofthis contest- 
ant. I think her evidence is unworthy of be- 
lief. I do not believe her. I hold and decide 
that on Jan. 7, 1889, the date of her marriage 
with Hamiiton, she was the lawful wife of 
Joshua Mann, and that the marriage was 
void, and that she has no standing in this 
court to contest Robert Ray Hamilton’s 
will.’’ 

Subsequently Surrogate Ransom said the 
factum of the will had been established, but 
it seemed to him as if Hamilton’s death had 
not been proved. He reserved the case until 
conclusive evidence of death could be pre- 
sented. Mr. Root said that two men could 
give such testimony, having both seen the 
body. One was John D. Sargent, who is now 
on the ranch, and the other is a son of Dr. 
Norvin Green. Young Mr. Green is in Europe. 
An order for a commission was issued in order 
to take the testimony of one of these two wit- 
nesses. 

Eva quarrelled with Joshua after her re- 
lease from prison on the expiration of her 
sentence, and he sued her for divorce during 
the hearing of the surrogate. 

It has been ascertained that Hamilton’s 
left leg was broken some years ago by a fall 
from a horse, and it is probable that the body 
will be exhumed for the purpose of applying 
this identifying test.

A GOLD RING IN A CLAM-SHELL. 
The Strange Find ata Sixth Street Oyster 
House. 


A romance or some strange story which 
may never be told is hidden, perhaps, behind 
the find of an oyster- opener in a Sixth street 
restaurant, who on prying open a clam-shell 
last Friday evening found a gold ring em- 
bedded in the soft meat of the bivalve. The 
clam was of the ordinary size and bore no 
outward evidence of the wealth it contained. 
Edward Smart, the boy who made the find 
in telling of it says: 

It was the top clam in the barrel. We re- 
ceive a supply of oysters and clams by ex- 
press every day from John I. Martin, whose 
place of business is at the foot of West Tenth 
street, New York City. The clams left New 
York City Wednesday night or 
Thursday morning, and we received 
it Friday. It was not inthe house long beforé 
lopenedit. The meat was hard and healthy. 
As I placed the clam, still alive, on a plate in 
the half-shell, I noticed the gold ring tn the 
corner near what is called the eye. I took it 
out and here itis. Oyster openers have, the 

rivilege of keeping what they find in them 

sides the meat, and I am going to keep this 
and make an effort to learn its history. 

The ring is of solid gold and much worn. It 
was very probably an engagement ring and 
sealed a bond of affection many years ago. 
On the insidethe initials 8. S. to R. 8. are en- 
graved in script and are very plain. The mark 
14k is also Very distinct. The most peculiar 
feature about the strange piece of jewelry 18 
that it has been filed through, and was worn 
for some time after the cut was 
made, as the edges of the cut 
have been worn round and smooth. 
That the cut was made by some one who did 
not prize it beyond its intrinsic value is evi- 
dent. The cut is made through the first 8. 
of the intials 8. 8. to R. S. and destroyed the 
beauty of the inscription which to the origi- 
nal owner meant volumes. Anyone prizing 
the ring would havecut it through at any 
other part and saved the inscription. Mr. 
Smart says the clams handled by Mr. John I. 
Martin of New York are taken from the 
ocean bed at Fire Island several miles out 
of New York harbor and about two miles 
from Long Branch. The ring dropped into 
the open shell of the clam while it lay on its 
back in the bed of clams, and it was too 
heavy tobe pushed out, as pebbles which 
drop into oyster and ¢lam shells are cast out 
by the occupant. How the gold eirclet found 
its way to the bed of the ocean several miles 
from land where few people other than fish- 
ermen skim by will always be an interesting 
them for conjecture.

FRENCH-SMITH SCANDAL. 


‘Developments Making the Affair More Sen- 
sational—Interesting Statements. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—The French-Smith 
love affair and scandal is growing more sen- 
sational every day. French, instead of hid- 
ing from the world and allowing Miss Smith’s 
statement to go unanswered, replies by giv- 
ing her love letters, written to him, to the 
‘public. Miss Smith is in London and yester- 
day cabled her side of the story, saying 
Frency was trying to blackmail her and pre- 
vent her marrying her London lover. She 
branded him as a liar, a scoundrel, black- 
mailer and schemer, and public 
opinion was against him until yesterday, 
when in self-defense he made a statement 
and showed letters written to him by Miss 
Smith last summer. She raves over him in her 
letters and apparently becomes delirious with 
joy when contemplating their marriage,which 
she always referred to. Mr. French says Miss 
Smith called on him at his house almost every 
day last summer and locked herself in his 
room with him, a statement the servant girl 
corroborates. Miss Smith’s visits to Mr.

talk for months it is alleged, and it 
was generally supposed that they had been 
secretly married. French declares he did not 
want Miss Smith to marry the London gentle- 
man and give him the impression that she 
was a pure, virtuous girl. ‘‘She might go 
from worse to worse,’’ he says, ‘‘and then 
blame it all on me.

A REVEREND RASCAL 


How Rev. Henry George Betrayed and 
Killed Lottie Townsend. 


A MINISTERIAL CAREER ENDING IN THE 
NEW YORK PENITENTIARY. 


He Confessed That He Was a Elepto- 
maniac and Could Not Resist the 
Temptation to Steal When Opportunity 
Offered—His Partner in Crime and the 
Victim. 


NEWBURG, N. T., Feb. 9.—To-day the ante- 
mortem statement of poor Lottie Townsend 
and the sworn statement of Mrs. Hood were 
placed in the hands of the prosecuting 
Officers, fixingon the Rev. Harry W. George 
of the Leeds Dutch Reformed Church and Dr. 
Erway, the village physician, the responsi- 
bility for the ruin and death of the unfor- 
tunate girl. If by any chance the law should 
fail and Rev. George secure his release he 
would not live many hours to enjoy his free- 
dom. Feeling is so high in Leeds, Catskill, 
Fishkill and all the little villages of Green 
County that he would soon appease the out- 
raged feelings of the community for the life 
he took with his own. 

Rev. Henry W. George first appeared in 
Leeds, a hamlet three miles west of Catskill, 
N. Y., a little overa year ago accompanied 
by his wife, who made many friends. They 
had lived at Huntley, Dl., and also at Geneva, 
III. He took charge of the Dutch Reformed 
Church, beside which there was a comforta- 
ble though not a pretentious parsonage. 

In the early summer the little community 
was distressed by the destruction by fire of 
the parsonage. Rev. George seemed ‘easily 
consoled and soon engaged a part of Mrs. 
Hood’s house. 

In August there appeared in Leeds, Lottie 
Townsend, a remarkably pretty girl,who had 
been serving as domestic in one of the board- 
ing houses in the hamlets nearby. 

Rev. Mr. George and his wife adopted Lot- 
tie as their daughter and she assumed charge 
of the domestic affairs. Last September Mrs. 
George went Westonavisit. Three weeks 
ago the last chapter toa story of a disgrace 
was opened. Dr. Erway, the village 
physician of Leeds, was called by 
Rev. Mr. George to attend Lottie 
Townsend. When the physician entered

the room Mrs. Hood, whoisan elderly lady, 
happened to be present. The physician 
asked her to withdraw. Rev. Mr. George 
added his request, and she attonce became 
suspicious that everything was not right. 
She did not conceal her suspicions and was 
permitted to remain on a pledge of secrecy, 
which Rev. Mr. George said would be re- 
warded. She did not keep the secret, how- 
ever. Lottie sent for her during her 
subsequent illness and confided to .her 
that while Mrs. George was absent last sum- 
mer Mr. George returning from church came 
to her bedside, and throwing himself on his 
knees began to pray for divine protection, 
but in conclusion said it was ordained that 
Lottie should yield to his wishes. Thus 
criminal relationship was sustained until 
nature threatened to take the world into 
their illicit confidence. Then Dr. Erway was 
called on and consented to perform a crimi- 
nal operation. He had come by agreementto 
the house, when Mrs. Hood’s presence tem- 
porarily delayed them, 

On the 15th ult. the girl became convinced 
that she was going to die and sent for 
Coroner Koltz, to whom she made a full con- 
fession. On this ante- mortem statement Rev. 
Mr. George and Dr. Erway were arrested. 
Then George made a confession also. 

REV. HENRY GEORGE’S CONFESSION. 

The prisoner admits his guilt, and more 
than this has furnished the publica confes- 
sion of his life, in which he claims heis the 
victim of kleptomania. His formalstatement 
prepared by himon the 24th ult. was as fol- 
lows: 

From my earliest boyhood I have seemed 
to be undera spell—have had an almost con- 
stant desire totake things. It has been so 
from birth; indeed, I am told that my mother 
exhibited for a time this same propensity— 
would take things and concealthem. When 
at school I would take pencils and erasers 
from my fellows. I did not need them, but 
the desire could not be resisted. I joined the 
church, But there was no cessation, my 
demon was ever present. It followed me 
through school and in my course at Colby 
University. It was known to the students 
and to the faculty, and was treated as a dis- 
ease rather than as a fault, for which I 
was not responsible. From the university I 
went to Boston to clerk in the book 
store af Noyes, Lockwood & Co. I took 
their property, unknown tothe firm. After 
leaving Boston I wentto Oberlin University. 
The students and faculty early learned of my 
failing, and I was called into private council 
and prayed with. Graduating in 1878 I went 
to Huntley, III., with no cessation of this 
malign influence, but I am not aware that 
restitution haa not been made for everything 
taken by me while at this place. From Hunt- 
ley I went to Creston, III. It was the same 
thing there. Near Oreston I met and married 
my wife, and from there we went to Geneva, 
III. It was the same there as everywhere 
else. I took things often of no value and 
not because I needed them, but because 
I was powerless to resist the temptation. 
They afforded me no pleasure ; on 
the contrarv, I hated them as 
reminders of my terrible thralldom. From 
Geneva I went to the First Presbyterian 
Church of Topeka, Kan. I remained there 
about five, years. It was the same 
dreadful stdry and being overworked my ter- 
rible propensity was quickened until it finally 
got sothatI would walk upand take things 
with scarce an attempt at concealment. It 
came to the knowledge of the Session and I 
was asked to resign. I want to say that I 
never have been arrested and never have 
been formally charged with theft. While at 
Topeka I found out what really was the mat- 
ter. Anexpertin the insane asylum exam- 
ined me and pronounced my case klepto- 
mania. He said that I was irresponsible and 
should have rest and be put in charge of some 
one. Learning of the Rev. A. B. Simpson at 
New York I induced to gotheres I tried 
the faith cure, all the while expecting but 
never being relieved of my terrible disease. 

believe I have a veritable possession, 
such as is spoken of in the gospels; there is 
that within me which I never can control. 
When this devilish impulse is upon me it is

been a traveling agent. He heard of Lottie's 


trouble while he was in New York and was 
prostrated with grief. Merritt Townsend, 
who is employed as a finisher at the Fishkill 
Landing hat-works of Lewis Tompkins, went 
to Leeds and watched faithfully at the bed- 
side of his sister till she died. 

THE REVEREND¢S JOKE. 

Lottie Townsend had a beau named Henry 
Hamm in Leeds, who called frequently at the 
parsonage to see her. Mr. George was al- 
ways very pleasant towards the young man, 
and on one occasion. just after the dominie 
became aware of Lottie’s trouble he suggested 
as a novel form of amusement that he should 
perform a mock marriage between Lottie and 
young Hamm. Lottie thought it would be 
fun. But Henry was not ready to marry, and 
the matter was dropped. If the mock mar- 
riage had been performed events would have 
taken a different course.

THE SIBERIAN CONVICT MINES. 


Horrible Experience of an American Im- 
prisoned for Three Years. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—Capt. Joseph D. 
Morris has returned to this city, after having 
for more than two years been buried alive in 
one ofthe Siberian convict mines. About 
three years ago Capt. Morris, with his 
schooner, the Helena, manned by fifteen 
Japanese and three white sailors, was cap- 
tured and arrested for poaching on Russian 
territory. The vessel was captured witha 
cargo of Russian seal skins on board. The 
white men Capt. Morris had with him were 
F. C. Crocker of Searsport, Me.; Buck Folger 
of Nantucket, and J. C. Golder of Bath, Me. 
The schooner, after being captured 
by the Rosa Bonnach, a Russian 
man-of-war, was towed into Viadisvostok 
and the prisonersturned on shore under a 
guard. The Governor of the town issued an 
order to the effect that no person should ren- 
der any assistance to the prisoners nor give 
them shelter. Capt. Morris telis his story as 
follows: 

„We were forced live as best 
we could from the early part of 
September until the 27thof October, when 
our trial came off. During that time we slept 
in holes duginthe banks and got our food 
any way wecould. Whenthe trial came off 
it was conducted in the Russian tongue. We 
told our stories in English and they were 
translated, but we were never told 
what testimony there was against 
us, nor what was said in court. 
We learned soon that we had been convicted 
of violating the fishing laws. We were taken 
to a nasty dirty hole, called a jail, and left 
there for a week witha miserable crowd of 
Russians and Chinamen. At the end of a 
week we were started on a march to Nicol- 
oski, 150 miles to the north. On this trip 
there were thirty-six men, and our 
treatment was fairly good, the guards letting 
us alone most of the time. Upon reaching 
Nicoloski we were called off by name and 
each handed a slipof paper. Mine informed 
me that I was to work in the mines for three 
years. The rest had the same sentences. We 
were to send up “(five cars of coal 
a day for a year and three cars a day 
after one year. If we should fail at any time 
to send up the required number our rations 
would be cut off. So, ifa man once got too 
sick to work he was starved to death. 

J was put in a pit under ground, some two 
hundred feet long and thirty feet wide, and 
for two years and ten months after 
I never saw daylight. After I 
had been in the pit a little while 
I saw alight at the lower end and went 
toward it. It was inthe hands of a man six 
feet high and smeared and blackened. He 
came at me yelling some lingo or other which 
Icould not understand. Finding I could not 
talk to him he went back to his work. Up to 
the timeIcame he had been working the 
shaft alone. The next day we were 
chained together with a chain eight feet long 
and then J learned that my companion was 
crazy. For awhile he took all my rations 
and threatened to kill me if I protested. 
Finally starvation drove meto it,and we 
fought down there in the dark like flends. I 
got the bestof him, and after his thrashing 
the maniac behaved better. 

„After three months with this man I woke 
one morning to find him dead. I did not 
know what to do—chained to adead man 
with five car loads a day to get out or starve. 
Finally I was struck with an idea; I had 
almost starved so I got out ten cars a day and 
sent up bothlamps at night. This brought 
me double rations for a while, 
but I soon got tired of my 
burden. For fifteen days I 
lifted and carried the corpse of the six- 
foot man. ThenI must have gone partly in- 
sane, as I remember beating the body with 
my shovel. Finally I took the shovel and cut 
the body in two at the waist and got the belt 
off of it, and putting the two pieces on acar, 
sent it up to the guard. In return a hammer 
and chisel were sent me, with which I cut 
the belt, and sent the belt and tools back. 

„After more weary days of darkness, a 
slip of pa per came down with my lamp, tell - 
ing me that I need only send up three cars a 
day. Knowing this to be the end of a year, I 
corrected my calendar, which was a pile 
of coal, to which 1 had added one 
pieces each day. My count was 353. After 
what seemed to be an endless age of solitude 
and darkness, I was told that I was free. 
Freedom meant but little; nothing to do, no 
means of support and 150 miles to walk. 
Crocker was released at the same time 
and we were as hideous a pair as could be 
found. Wehad not washedin nearly three 
years. We were covered with scales of coal 
and dirt, our hair umkempt and matted. 
Finally we got to Viadivostok and eventually 
got home.’’ 

Capt. Morrris is now at home and recover- 
ing his health.

Franchise—Sporting News. 


In a recent article the New York World pub- 
lished interesting sketches of the most noted 
of the little boys who form the light-weight 
contingent of jockeys. Discussing these 
**bables of the turf,’’ that journal says: A 
rude mother the turf is to them; but they 
would hardly exchange their fe for that of 
the children of the tenements; and although

in the gilded cage in a lady’s boudoir; still in 
the economy of nature there is room both for 
the canary and the raven, and it is a bold 
man who would pronounce between them. 

Some of these tots grow up to be successful 
trainers and owners of horses as ‘‘Billy’’ 
Lakeland did and become rich;some become 
famous jockeys like Garrison and McLaugh- 
lin; some join the big army of camp followers 
ofthe turf and blossom out into the much- 
maligned touts; while some others, and the 
listis nota short one, furnisha line or two 
for the papers, saying: ‘‘Jockey Jones was 
thrown to-day in the fifth race at Chicago and 
was fatally injured.’’ 

As foras their honesty goes, considering 
their training, itis astonishingly great. No 
other class of human beings, who are re- 
sponsible for so much money—for every time 
they mount a horse tens of thousands of dol- 
lars are in the balance—are so honest. They 
are called on to decide instantly, in the ter- 
rible excitement of a race, on a course of ac- 
tion. If they make a mistake it is set down 
to dishonesty. Ifthe horse fails to respond 
to urging, he is pulled. If he runs away 
from them he has been purposely ‘‘pumped 
out,“ The man who loses is bound to have 
some victim, and he usually selects the 
jockey. 

These mites of humanity often earn more 
money in a year than judges of the Supreme 
Court and Governors of great States; but 
then, for their business, they are worth 
more. 

It is a poor ‘‘lightweight’’ who cannot 
make $3,000 or $4,000 a year. As they grow 
older, some of them lose their skill alto- 
gether; and others increase it. Good 
lightweights are harder to find than heavier 
boys; and those of the first rank can practi- 
cally command their own salaries. The usual 
prize of $10 for a ride and $25 fora win is fre- 
quently disregarded. Ifa gambler owns the 
winning horse the boy will get $500 oftener 
than $25. : 

Not one of these children out of fifty knows 
the value of money. It is merely a commod- 
ity to bet and means about the same to them 
that marbles and tops mean to other boys. 
They can always get food and clothes, and 
what other use have they for money? 

HAMILTON’S STUPIDITY. 

Hamilton has changed his tailor since his 
first appearance at the Beach, and now he 
sets the fashion for all the other jock- 
eys, says the New York WorLp. He 
is always shodin the latest fashion—patent 
leather—and never appears twice with the 
same pair of gloves. But under his fine 
clothes he is still the same thick-headed, 
non-communicative little black that Billy 
Lakeland picked up eight yearsago. If heis 
given a number of directions about a race he 
forgets all of them. He can grasp but one 
idea at one time, and the idea must be con- 
veyed in twoorthree words. One day John 
Huggins wanted Hamilton to ride Eurus. He 
called him to one side and began to instruct 
him. 

‘‘Iwant you,’’ said he, to keep Eurus to 
the inside rail.
